One hall. Small gymnasium. Not quite 
400 students. No metal detectors or 
security officers. How does a high school 
with those descriptors gain national 
recognition from U. S. News and World 
Report as one of the top high schools in 
the nation, especially when 18,790 
schools in 40 states were considered? 

According to an article in the Richmond 
Times Dispatch, the rankings were based 
on criteria which measured student 
performance on math and reading tests, 
with the percentages of economically 
disadvantaged students factored in. 

These proficiency rates for disadvantaged 
students were compared to the state 
average. In November, after the numbers 
were in, Rappahannock’s ranking earned 
recognition from the magazine on its list of 
Top Public High Schools in the Country in 
November. 

“We achieved this goal through the total 
dedication of our staff at all levels. I could 
not be more proud of our staff and the job 
they have done,” Principal Jack Cooley 
said. Rappahannock was recognized 
again in April by the Virginia State Board 
of Education with the Competence to 
Excellence Award for “preparing students 
of the Commonwealth for academic 
success and thoughtful and productive 
citizenship.”

He was the only starter returning to the lineup this 
year. A vocal leader of the team, as point guard 
and shooting guard, he maintained a strong team 
chemistry.

When Durvin checked out of the 
game after two minutes into the fourth quarter, 
neither he nor the coach realized that he was only 
one point from breaking the school’s single game 
scoring record.

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A die-hard athlete, Durvin Lucas did not decide to 
participate on the track team unitl his junior year 
when he found himself bored during the spring 
season. With only two years on the track team, 
Durvin chalked up quite an impressive record. As 
a senior, he placed first in the district competition 
with his time in the 110 meter hurdles. He claimed 
first place in the regional meet by being the first 
competitor across the finish line for the 300 meter 
hurdles. At the state meet which was held at 
Radford University, he competed in four events: 
the long jump, triple jump, 110 hurdles and 300 
hurdles. His long jump put him at number six 
against his state competitors. The highlight of his 
season was the breaking of two long-standing 
records which were set by Mark Pounds in 1983. 
Durvin set a new school record in the 110 hurdles 
with a time of 15.7 and the 300 hurdles at 45.1. 

“I was excited about my accomplishments because 
when I leave Rappahannock, my name will be on 
the record board in the gym,” Durvin said. 


Growing in numbers and competitiveness, * 
the track team tallied up some outstanding 
accomplishments. Despite a rough season 
with several injuries, the determined team of 
individuals placed during events throughout the 
season and won at the district level. The girls 
sent five competitors to districts, earning them 
a trip to regionals. Renee Brown captured third 
in the 100M hurdles. Ashlee Cox and Kaitlyn 
Milstead placed in the 400M and 800M. In the 
field events, Dionna Robinson’s shot put throw 
landed in second. Emily Snyder placed in 
three events, the 1600, the 300M hurdles and 
the triple jump.The boys capped off the year 
by placing four people in districts. Mark Cox, 
Quante Ball, Keman Robertson and Durvin 
Lucas placed and advanced to the regional 
meet. Keman Robertson’s discus throw placed 
6th in the region, while his distance in the triple 
jump won first.

THE CREST 































The theme for 2008, silhouette, evolved during 
a number of discussions and brainstroming sessions. 
A silhouette provides an outline or symbolic view 
of something. Frequently, the view originates with 
a background of light that brings the outlined image 
into perspective. “A silhouette allows you to see what 
is now faded in your memory. We thought the theme, 
silhouette, would emphasize our purpose, to help bring 
back memories that would otherwise be gone or lost 
forever,” yearbook photographer Bergen Hubert said. 

The 2008 budget of $15,339.78 was met strictly 
through the sale of ads and yearbooks. A slowing 
economy resulted in a reduction of ad sales; therefore, 
the staff tried to compensate by increasing book sales. 
The length of the book was expanded to 152 pages, 
allowing the staff to include an index. Published 
by Jostens Publishing Company in Winston-Salem, North 
Carolina, TheCresf hadapressrunof225copiesandsold 
at$42,$45,and$47,dependingonthedateof purchase. 

The custom-embossed cover was designed with 
Black [#326] and Purple [#354] on white Deco 
Dot grain. Printed on 100 lb gloss paper with a trim 
size of 7 3/4 X 10 1/2, the book was created using 
InDesign CS, Photoshop 8.0 and Jostens Yeartech 
software. Layouts were designed on the computer 
using the software, and all photos were digitally 
placed. Pages were submitted online using the 
Netfile Upload feature of Josfen’s web page. 

The staff met after school on a regular basis 
throughout the year. Although strict deadlines, 
tedious editing and the pressure of maintaining 
a standard for excellence put the staff under 
a great deal of stress, the accomplishment of 
creating a quality product was worth the effort.
